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NO-ONE is being blamed for a deci¬ 
sion to fell memorial trees without 
contacting owners - but more should 
have been done to ensure they were 
aware, according to a new report. 

Memorial trees on Birdcage Walk 
in Newmarket were cut down with¬ 
out warning in April, to make way for 
a new statue of the Queen to com¬ 
memorate her 90th birthday. 

Results of an investigation carried 
out by Cllrs Chris O’Neill, Chris Bark¬ 
er and Peter Hulbert were released 
at the annual meeting of the town 
council on Monday evening. 

The investigation found that while 
the town council said in September 
2015 that no memorial trees should 
be felled, as agreed by the statue 
committee, the design and access 
statement submitted in October 
2015 with the application form stat¬ 
ed “up to eight trees to be removed”. 

When the application was dis¬ 
cussed at Newmarket Town Council 
in December, no objections were 
received and no further discussions 
took place about the felling of me¬ 
morial trees. 

Cllr O’Neill said: “In our view, it 
is felt that at the application stage 


in October when it was written that 
permission be sought and granted 
for any trees to be removed, that is 


when permission should be sought. 

“This would have been the correct 
action as if refusal was given, then a 
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rethink on positioning could occur. 

“This is not what happened - in¬ 
stead the trees seem to have been 
dismissed and attempts to contact 
the families of four trees were only 
instigated on March 17.” 

He said: “We are not seeking to 
blame anyone for that but if it had 
been done in October or November 
when the planning application was 
filled in, it’s possible [the trees] could 
have been resited.” 

The councillor said the statue 
committee did not give “due con¬ 
sideration” to families involved and 
he called for a plaque to be placed 
on the statue bearing the names of 
those who were remembered with a 
tree. 

Cllr Barker said the way things 
were done “left a bitter taste” for 
the people who owned the memo¬ 
rial trees and apologised on behalf of 
“whoever made the decision”. 

He added: “Hopefully sometime in 
the future we will be able to get some

Queensbury 
Lodge: New 
plans drawn 


AN architect has been ap¬ 
pointed to draw up new 
plans for the Queensbury 
Lodge site - and Forest 
Heath District Council have 
appointed consultants to 
weigh up options. 

FHDC applied for a com¬ 
pulsory purchase order 
(CPO) for the site in 2014 
and will now be using the 
consultants to put together 
a design and development 
brief, an options appraisal 
and a feasibility study 

Cllr James Waters, leader 
of FHDC, said: “Queensbury 
Lodge has a long history of 
unsuccessful planning ap¬ 
plications. There is now a 
spirit of co-operation with 
the owner working with us 
for the good of the town. 

“He has already completed 
the work to clear the site and 
is in the process of carrying 
out a list of repairs drawn up 
by the council. 

“It is our belief that once a 
viable development brief is 
drawn up we will be able to 
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work with the owner to sub¬ 
mit a fresh planning applica¬ 
tion that both celebrates the 
site’s history as part of New¬ 
market’s grand racing herit¬ 
age while bringing it back 
into economic use. 

Steven Wood, from FHDC, 
attended the annual meet¬ 
ing of the town at Newmar¬ 
ket’s Memorial Hall on Mon¬ 
day evening. 

He said Bill Gredley, who 
owns Queensbury Lodge, 
had appointed Alison Brooks 
Architects who were behind 
the award-winning Accordia 
development in Cambridge. 

Mr Woods added: “What 
we would like to see is bring¬ 
ing that yard back into use. 

“Clearly horseracing de¬ 
mands have changed over 
the years since that building 
was built. 

“But we will trust [the con¬ 
sultants] and if it is not vi¬ 
able [to keep it as a yard] we 


can ensure that a horserac¬ 
ing use comes out of it.” 

The council is aiming to 
bring a development brief 
that will have a “racing re¬ 
lated” use for the site, and to 
restore Queensbury Lodge 
as a listed building “for fu¬ 
ture generations to appreci¬ 
ate and enjoy”. 

Mr Gredley said Unex had 
been working with FHDC 
and they were “quite relaxed 
about the way FHDC are go¬ 
ing about it”. 

He said: “We have had sev¬ 
eral meetings with senior 
planning officers. We have 
discussed various proposals 
and we seem to have been in 
agreement.” 

Mr Gredley said the first 
plans had gone to the plan¬ 
ning officers for them to look 
over, ahead of any official 
application.

Man, 22, jailed after committing 
three robberies in just four days 


A MAN from Mildenhall has 
been jailed after committing 
three robberies in just four 
days. 

Daniel Mitson, of St John's 
Close in Mildenhall, targeted 
Ashley Village Stores, the Co- 
Op shop on Queensway in 
Mildenhall, and Lakenheath 
Pharmacy. 

The three robberies took 
place on February 23, 24 and 
26. 

The 22-year-old appeared 
at Ipswich Crown Court last 


week. 

Mitson threatened staff 
with a knife in all three 
incidents, escaping with cash 
from the till and whisky. 

He also made threats 
to harm shop staff while 
robbing the Co-Op on 
February 24. 

Police arrested Mitson 
on February 27 after an 
anonymous tip off. 

His home was searched 
where a knife and a bottle of 
whisky was recovered. 


In total, he stole £1,000 
from the three premises. 

Mitson committed the 
offences only 38 days after 
he was released from prison 
after serving a term for 
possession of a firearm with 
intent to cause fear and 
possession of a weapon. 

Mitson received another 
prison sentence at Ipswich 
Crown Court last week. 

He was jailed for four 
years and nine months for 
the three offences.

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A PETITION has been set up 
to get a pelican crossing in¬ 
stalled on the Studlands es¬ 
tate by residents concerned 
for their safety as they cross 
the road. 

David Wright, town coun¬ 
cillor for Studlands, called 
for the crossing to be in¬ 
stalled and local resident 
Sarah Norton-Parr has 
launched a petition. 

The proposed crossing 
would be put in across Stud¬ 
lands Park Avenue to Oaks 
Drive, on to the Homebase 
shopping area. 

Cllr Wright said that cross¬ 
ing the road currently meant 
“putting your life in the 
hands of drivers”. 

He told the News : “Most 
people are calling for a cross¬ 
ing there. 

“Everyone has to cross 
there - any further up the 
road there is no path on the 
other side of the road.” 

Having the crossing is 
one of the biggest issues 
residents of Studlands face, 
Cllr Wright said, alongside 
speeding. 

He said that having the 
crossing would help to slow 
drivers down as they came 
off the roundabout on to the 
estate. 

“There are cars coming off 
the roundabout and gather¬ 
ing more pace as they get to 
the bottom,” Cllr Wright said. 

“This road is particularly 
dangerous because cars can 
park further down the road, 
so cars need to edge all the 
way out into traffic before 
they can see.” 

The councillor claimed 
that crossing at that point 
was like “playing chicken” 
with the traffic because cars 
travelled so fast. 


He said that there had 
been ongoing problems with 
a number of near misses. 

As the petition gains mo¬ 
mentum, Cllr Wright hopes 
to gain the support of the 
town council to progress the 
idea of installing a crossing 
with Suffolk County Council, 
who will ultimately make the 
decision. 

Funding has already been 
secured for traffic calming 
measures on the estate at the 
junction of nearby Hyperion 
Way and Nimbus Way. 

Designs are expected to 
be brought to the Studlands 
Park Residents Association 
in the coming months. 

Cllr Robin Millar, county 
and district councillor for 
Newmarket, said: “Cars 
coming through at speed 
along Hyperion Way are put¬ 
ting pedestrians, pets and 


property at risk. 

“This has been one of my 
top priorities since being 
elected in February and I am 
delighted that we can start 
doing something about it 
now. 

“Money is tight so we will 
be doing what we can with 
what we have. I am hopeful 
with clever design, Suffolk 
Highways engineers will be 
able to incorporate traf¬ 
fic calming and pedestrian 
safety measures into the 
works.”

Nursery rated 'outstanding' by Ofsted 


CELEBRATIONS were due at 
Ditton Lodge Community Nursery 
last week after they achieved an 
outstanding rating in every part of 
their Ofsted inspection. 

The nursery, on St Johns 
Avenue in Newmarket, was 
inspected in April, with the report 
released last Wednesday. 

Ditton Lodge was given an 
outstanding rating in every 
category - effectiveness of the 
leadership and management, 


quality of teaching, learning 
and assessment, personal 
development, behaviour and 
welfare, and in outcomes for 
children. 

Inspectors said staff at 
the school had “very high 
expectations” and worked well 
with others including the primary 
school their pupils will go on to 
in order to “promote continuity of 
learning”. 

The report added: “[Staff] use 


excellent questioning techniques 
encouraging children in 
conversation. 

“Children settle exceptionally 
quickly. They are confident, 
competent communicators.” 

To improve, Inspector 
Lynn Clements said the 
preschool should “enhance the 
opportunities for children to 
investigate and explore as they 
become even more familiar with 
the natural world”. 


HOUSING 


Fewer homes planned 
for town after report 


THE number of homes planned for 
Newmarket under the Local Plan has 
been reduced after a new transport 
report was released. 

Newmarket now has a preferred 
option of 680 dwellings, compared 
to the previous 1,640 proposed in a 
transport technical note in 2009. 

The Local Plan consultation pe¬ 
riod, to decide where housing will 
be developed over the next 15 years, 
has now been extended for the new 
transport report which reflects the 
impact of the “preferred options” for 
housing growth. 

The report is an early stage in 
the process of identifying potential 
transport impacts of the emerging 
proposals for the broad locations of 
housing provision. 

It does not include solutions to the 
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impacts, which will form part of a 
further study currently being com¬ 
missioned, and will accompany the 
final submission version of the plan, 
due for consultation this autumn. 

However, the report said that im¬ 
provements to the A14/A142 Lord- 
ham Road and Clock Tower junctions 
were likely to be required, especially 
when growth in East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire is also taken into consideration. 

In Mildenhall, the report identi¬ 
fied congestion issues in various ar¬ 
eas, as well as a likely impact on the 
Liveways junction. 

The Forest Heath Local Plan work¬ 
ing group will meet in June to dis¬ 


cuss the outcomes of the Transport 
Technical Note and outline the next 
steps and the Local Plan timetable. 

The final Local Plan will be sub¬ 
mitted in the autumn to go out for 
public consultation. 

It is expected to be adopted in Au¬ 
gust 2017. 

The consultation period for this 
part of the Local Plan has now been 
extended to 5pm on July 1.

Man to appeal after being 
evicted from All ‘camp’

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A MAN is set to appeal 
against a court order af¬ 
ter bailiffs evicted him and 
cleared land he had been oc¬ 
cupying near Mildenhall. 

Rick Dale was using land 
as an “illegal encampment” 
beside Fiveways roundabout 
on the All. 

Bailiffs and Suffolk police 
officers attended the site on 
Thursday, and a notice was 
nailed to a post on the site by 
High Court Enforcement Of¬ 
ficers which stated the land 
had been “entered by High 
Court Enforcement Agents 
executing a High Court Writ 
of Possession”. 

It stated that any attempt 
to enter the land would re¬ 
sult in criminal and or civil 
proceedings. 

The site is owned by High¬ 
ways England, who arranged 
the court order, and oversaw 
the site being cleared last 
Thursday. 

A spokesperson for High¬ 
ways England said: “Follow¬ 
ing a successful court hear¬ 
ing on Friday, May 6, 2016, 
in relation to the occupation 
of highway land which High¬ 
ways England is responsible 
for along the A11 in Suffolk, 
we served a possession order 
on the member of the public 
occupying that land on Tues¬ 
day, May 17.” 

A police spokesperson 
said: “There has been an il¬ 
legal encampment in the 
area. The eviction was led by 
Highways England. 

“They obtained a court 
order and they moved in to 
evict [on Thursday]. 

“Police officers were there 
to support them.” 

But Mr Dale told the News 
he had not been breaking 
the law. 

He said the area was nev¬ 
er claimed by the Forestry 
Commission or any other 
body and he had applied 
to the Land Registry to take 
ownership of it, since he 
started using the land in Au¬ 
gust 1998. 

He said: “We had to go 
about this the proper way. 
Highways did not oppose 
it when we applied to Land 
Registry. The Forestry Com-

Blood trails 
left after two

"As a result, those involved were 
identified and the blood was found 
to have been left by a man with a 
hand injury sustained during an 
altercation between two groups 
during the early hours. He was 
otherwise safe and well. 

"All scenes have now been lifted 
and enquiries are ongoing. We 
would ask anyone with information 
relating to the original incident 
contact us on 101 and quote 
incident number 87."

He said that if it was not 
for his late wife’s love for the 
site, he would have given 
up his fight to keep the land 
years ago. 

However, the former sol¬ 
dier said that he was heart¬ 


ened by the number of peo¬ 
ple who offered their help 
when the site was being 
cleared. 

He said: “The amount of 
people who stopped and 
asked if they could help us 
was amazing. 

“The amount of people 
who thought we were being 
evicted from the area all to¬ 
gether and offered to take in 
our horses or chickens with¬ 
out even knowing us was 
amazing too. 

“I am so thankful to those 
people who wanted to help.”

I WRITE on the vexed subject of 
charges in Newmarket car parks for 
Blue Badge holders and I sympathise 
with the two ladies subject of your 
piece on May 11. 

I submit the majority of disabled 
drivers are pensioners and probably 
do not command the same income 
enjoyed by the individual at FHDC 
who considers there is no evidence 
that Blue Badge holders should not 
pay to park. 

I note that from 11 th April, my 
state pension was increased by the 
princely sum of £3.35 per week. Like 
other holders I have a Blue Badge 
for medical reasons, the qualifying 
diagnosis means I have to attend 
The Rookery Medical Practice at 
least twice each month, so the new 
charges imposed means that some of 
that increase just melts away without 
benefit. 

There are many pensioners who 
are much worse off than me and only 
take the bare state pension backed 
up by savings. 

Given the hardship imposed on 
such people I hope the individual 
referred to earlier has a clear 
conscience and with colleagues at 
FHDC will reconsider their decision.

You must look 
into the rules 

I READ the headline on the 
Newmarket News regarding the 
disabled lady being issued a fine. I'm 
a great supporter of the disabled, 
being disabled myself, but I also find 
that Blue Badge holders themselves 
or relatives of them do not clearly 
study the user's manual issued with 
all badges from the Department For 
Transport. 

Disabled badges are in place to 
enable the disabled to use disabled 
parking facilities provided by local 
authorities and also on the general 


highway. However each authority 
is able to allocate its own parking 
rules/restrictions in their own car 
parks. I only know through previous 
experience and reading the user 
manual.

The two jockeys went 
through a gruelling fitness 
test at the racing school ear¬ 
lier this month, with a bleep 
test, squats, push ups, planks 
- and balancing on inflatable 
disks. 

Verity, 30, who lives in Ely 
and works as a land manager 
in residential development, 
said the test was tough - but 
the two girls were able to 
spur each other on. 

She said: “I’m glad we have 
each other to encourage us 
to try even harder. Our com¬ 
petitiveness is already show¬ 
ing.” 

They also had to undergo 
a riding assessment, led by 
Richard Perham at the racing 
school, to see how they han¬ 
dle themselves on the turf. 

Richard said: “The girls are 
confident on a horse. This 
is a definite reality check 
for anyone hoping to race, 
and not everyone makes the 
grade.” 

The charity race itself lasts 
just one mile - but riders will 
be flat out all the way. 


They will be cheered on 
by family and friends as they 
take to the July Course. 

The charity day is open to 
the public and the AHT will 
have its own hospitality area. 

All of the money each 
jockey raises will go to help¬ 
ing the AHT to improve the 
health and welfare of dogs, 
cats and horses. Last year, 
the race raised £23,423. 

Elizabeth said: “It is a fan¬ 
tastic cause for any animal 
or racing lover to be raising 
money for and it’s not too 
late to join the excitement or 
help our sponsorship.

School staff could 
face redundancies

swich, Thetford and Swaffham, is to 
begin a “restructure of support staff 
roles” at each school. 

Ian Cleland, Academy Transforma¬ 
tion Trust chief executive, said: “As 
education funding is becoming in¬ 
creasingly limited, we must focus as 
much of our funding as possible on 
education - teaching and academy 
improvement staff - and on ensuring 
that our academies are operating as 
efficiently as possible. 

“We take our duty to provide the 
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very best education for each of our 
pupils very seriously and this must 
always be our first priority.” 

The ATT is now looking to region- 
alise HR, finance and estates across 
the Trust. 

The decision could affect up to 10 
staff across the area, with a potential 
of 32 redundancies. 

He added: “All education providers 
have a duty to spend public money 
responsibly and achieve value for 
money and ATT is not alone in this. 

“These challenges are being faced 
by schools, academies and multi¬ 
academy trusts across the country.” 

Before any changes go ahead, the 


Academy Transformation Trust are 
looking for the views of staff. 

Mr Cleland added: “I must stress 
that this is the start of a consultation 
process and I would like to reassure 
staff, principals and local governing 
bodies throughout the Trust that we 
want to hear your views and we are 
keen for each of you to make an ac¬ 
tive contribution to this process. 

“We have been communicating 
closely with trade unions for several 
months and we will continue to work 
with them throughout this process 
on a positive outcome. 

“I would like to reassure everyone 
that we are listening to their sugges¬ 
tions and we genuinely want to hear 
their input as part of the consulta¬ 
tion.”

Inspection of 
crowded homes 


OVERCROWDED homes in 
Newmarket have been in¬ 
spected by the council - who 
have called on landlords to 
make improvements. 

A number of properties in 
the All Saints Ward were in¬ 
spected after concerns were 
raised about the standards 
of housing and overcrowd¬ 
ing inside. 

These concerns included 
suggestions that an increas¬ 
ing amount of homes were 
being let as Houses of Mul¬ 
tiple Occupation (HMOs) 
that may not meet the coun¬ 
cil’s minimum standards for 
HMOs in terms of room size 
and fire safety. 

A total of 19 properties 
were visited and inspected 
by the council, with Suffolk 
Fire and Rescue Service also 
visiting a number to target 
fire safety above shops. 

Six HMOs were identified, 
with three of them found to 
be “well below standard”. 
Other rooms were found to 
be without heating, had a 
lack of smoke detectors, and 
had undersized rooms due 
to illegal subdivision. Rat

holes and blocked drains 
were also found. 

Inspections were held 
after concerns were raised 
with Forest Heath District 
Councillors Stephen Ed¬ 
wards and Robin Millar. 

Cllr Millar, who joined the 
team when they carried out 
the inspections, said: “This 
was a real eye opener, and 
who knows, the action taken 
may have prevented a trag¬ 
edy. The living conditions 
inside some of these prop¬ 
erties were simply not up to 
scratch.” 

Cllr Edwards added: “The 
concerns raised with us 
turned out to be legitimate 
and the outcome will ensure 
that landlords are aware of 
their responsibilities, and 
that the people at these 
properties have a safer place 
to live.” 

Cllr Sara Mildmay-White, 
cabinet member for hous¬ 
ing, said: “There is of course 
nothing wrong or illegal 


about Houses of Multiple 
Occupation. There are, how¬ 
ever, living standards and 
safety standards that must 
be complied with for the 
health and wellbeing of all 
those that live in them. 

“I welcome this proac¬ 
tive approach to educate 
landlords and remove and 
improve the health risks to 
tenants living inside these 
properties. This also shows 
how councillors have a di¬ 
rect and significant role to 
play in bettering the lives of 
the residents in their wards. 

“We will continue to work 
with partners such as the 
fire service as well as our 
ward councillors as we in¬ 
spect homes in other parts 
of West Suffolk to improve 
the overall quality of hous¬ 
ing in the area.”

MORE than a third of parents let their kids get 
behind the wheel of a car before they turn 17, 
according to research by a money-saving website - 
and most even allow it on public roads.

He hadn’t 
started any form of action until 
March and I am thrilled with how 
he has come on mentally. 

“Frankie loved the way he came 
down the hill. He changed his legs 
down the straight and picked up 
when he wanted to.” 

Despite having won one of the key 
Epsom trials at York, Wings Of Desire 
has hardly taken a conventional route 
towards the Derby. 

Unraced as a juvenile, the Pivotal 
colt warmed up for the Dante with 
an easy victory on the Wolverhamp¬ 
ton all-weather in April. 

Gosden said: “I think it is unusual 
what he has done. Most have an 
education at two-years-old - they 
might have worked and not raced, 
but in his case he missed it all. 

“From coming off a canter in March 
to winning a Dante is freakish.” 

■ Galileo Gold’s trainer Hugo 
Palmer is relishing a Royal Ascot 
rematch with his Irish 2000 Guineas 
conqueror Awtaad. 

An impressive winner of the 
QIPCO 2000 Guineas at Newmarket 
three weeks ago, Galileo Gold had 
to make do with the runner-up spot 


at the Curragh as Awtaad claimed 
Classic glory for veteran Irish 
trainer Kevin Prendergast. 

Connections of Awtaad have 
confirmed the St lames’s Palace 
Stakes as his likely next objective 
and Palmer is keen to take him on 
again on a sounder surface. 

“He came home sound and ate up 
and he is very well - he’s genuinely 
never been better, which is a huge 
relief,” said the Newmarket trainer. 

“He had to put more effort into the 
race on Saturday than he has in any 
of his previous races. 

“He blew for five or six 
minutes after Newmarket and he 
was blowing for nearly half an hour 
after Saturday, which gives you an 
idea of how hard he tried on ground 
he hated. 

“He lost seven kilos, which is four 
more than he lost at Newmarket, 
but he’s bright and well and happy. 

“We won’t know how much of a 
stain the race has left on him until 
he runs again, but being a fit, strong 
horse, I hope he takes it in his stride. 

“All being well we’ll head to the 
St james’s Palace, where hopefully 
he’ll encounter ground that will suit 
him better.”
